Indeed, this form, as might have been expected, ob- 
tained such genera! favor, that in Yately church-yard 
no other kind of epitaph is now in use. That on Mr. 
Hezekiah Huggins himsell, with which we shall con- 
clude our memoir of this very distinguished character, 
is inthe same form, and specifies the cause of his d_ath.
